MR HUGHES AND THE 
WAR. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE 
ECONOMIC WEAPON. 
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THE BLOCKADE SHOULD BE 


TIGHTENED. 


(SPECIAL TELEGRAM ) 
LONDON, Trerspay. 

The Conference of the British Imperial 
Council of Commerce concluded to-day at the 
Skinners’ Hall, London. 

At the luncheon, at the Cannon street 
Hotel, the chief guest was Mr. W. M. Hughes, 
Prime Minister of the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia. 

Mr. Hughes, replying to the toast of bis 
health, said that the naval battle had re- 
solved for all time doubts, if there were any, 
as to the results of a sea conflict between 
England and Germany. Recently, Mr. Hughes 
continued, he had had an opportunity of visit- 
ing the British front, and of ascertainmg 
public opinion in France itself. Everywhere 
he found the Army resolute in its determina 
tion to see the thing through to the bitter 
end. Everywhere he heard the same story— 
that we were unevenly matched. This was a 
war of munitions. Everything must now 
be subordinated to the task of putting our 
men and our Allies on an equality with the 
enemy. They still lacked that power to 
amash the enemy defences, and to pit them- 
selves man for man against on ‘e should 
be living in a paradise of fools if we deluded 
ourselves that we were near the end of it, 
though we were confident of our ability to 
hang on to the end. Was it thought for one 
moment that the Allies could hang on for 
ever? Did they think that Britain could hang 
on for ever? What was to be done had to 
be done quickly. It was not a task that could 
be put off till to-morrow. It must be begun 


POSITION AT VERDUN. 

At Verdun France was bearing the brunt 
of a tremendous, ferocious, and unparalleled 
struggle, and she had borne the struggle in a 
heroie spirit. There never was a country 
which better deserved to be called great. 
(Cheers.) If they looked fairly at the situa- 
tion they would realise that until we were 
able to exercise some greater pressure than 
we exefcised today victory was not within 
our We must bring ipto the struggle 
every force at our disposal, and work as we 
had never worked before to secure victory. 
Once we had done with what was required 
to be done there could be no doubt as to what 
the result would be. We must: produce 
more munitions afid more guns. We had done 
great things; we must do much more. 

THE BLOCKADE. 

The German Fleet came out to break the 
blockade which, if made earlier, would have 
eurtailed the war. (Cheers.) Whatever the 
reasons, political or otherwise, that prevented 
the blockade being made effective against the 
enemy and against neutrals they must be 
awept aside. There could be no code of rules 
whith bound us and left the enemy free. 
We had to choose between offending neutrals 
and inviting defeat. We had to choose 
between pouring out our treasure and losing 
the lives of thousands of our best and bravest, 
or hedging about the enemy nations a rin 
of treble steel through which nothing should 
pase under any pretext. (Cheers.) Since the 
outbreak of war he had been profoundly con- 
vinced that in that economic weapon we had 
the means of striking right at the vitals of 
Germany, and he had never wavered in that 
opinion. ‘The economic weapon, pressed home 
with all the force at our disposal, was thé most 
potent weapon at our disposal. It was the 
short sword of the matador, which gave the 
coup de grace. Once we made Germany fea- 
lise that after the war her opportunities for 
trade with Britain and the Allies were gone, 
we would go nearer victory than by the de- 
struction of one of her armies. He hoped 
to-morrow to introduce two deputations to 
the Government, with proposals which would 
embody some, if not all, the recommenda- 
tions the Conference had made. That would 
bring the matter directly before the Govern- 
ment, and he hoped the Government would 
accept the We must break for all 
time the military power of Germany, and 
achieve a final The blockade must 
be tightened. We must use the Navy; we 
must not sacrifice in vain five thousand of 
our best and bravest, but insist on the block- 
ade being such as would compel the enemy 
to recognise the power of Britain and the 
Allies. We must use the ecenomic weapon 
to achieve a like purpose. (Cheers),

STATEMENT BY ACCUSED. 

The trial of James Quigley, Co. Surveyor of 
Meath, by courtmartial was continued yester- 
day at Richmond Barracks. The charge against 
the accused was that on April 28th, wheú the 
Sinn Fein rising was in progress; he con- 
veyed information to the rebels near Asb- 
bourne, Co. Meath, which might be of use 
to them, and prejudicial to the safety of the 
King’s subjects. Lhe allegations against him 
were that he indicated to the rebels where 
the police were a g- 

The Court ge resided over by Major- 
General Lord Chey re, K.C.V.O. r. 
Kenneth Marshall was Juage Advocate. 

Major Kimber, D.8.0., as Prosecutor, 
and the accused was defended by Mr. Henry 
Hanna, K.C., and Mr. Lardner, M.P, (in- 
structed by Mr. J. J. MacDomaid). . 

At the sitting of the Court two witnesses 
for the prosecution were examined before the 
public were admitted. i 

This elosed the case for the prosecution. 

Mr. Hanna said the accused could net be 
examined on oath, but be could make a state- 
ment. 

The accused then read a statement, in the 
course of which he said that some time early 
in 1913 a corps of Volunteers was formed at 
Navan as a counterblast to the Ulster Volun- 
teers. He joined the corps, and was ap- 

inted secretary. A meeting of delegates 
rom similar corps in the Co. Meath assembled 
in Navan to discuss the question whether or 
not they should join the Dublin corps of 
Volunteers. They had about one hundred 
men, and they had no fixed policy. The ma- 
jority of them were i ble of military ser- 
vice. At their first meeting he proposed 4 
resolution of loyalty to the King and the 
Constitution of the Realm. was defeated 
by an amendment that the matter be left to 
an All-Ireland meeting, and he took no fur- 
ther part in their deliberations. They con- 
tinued roate marching until their instructor 
left to join the army when the war broke out. 
He was anxious that Lord Fingal! should take 
command of the Volunteers. He did not 
succeed in getting Lord Fingall, and he waited 
on Colonel Hammond and asked him to take 


‘| command. He also refused, and they tried to 


get Lord Gormanston, but there was an 
objection to such a prominent Unionist tak- 
ing command. Subscriptions were raised, and 
sixteen rifles and some ammmounition were pur- 
chased. One of the rifles was given to him, 
but it was out of order, and the twenty cart- 
ridges remained in his house. The rifles and 
ammunition were purchased openly at James 
Sheridan’s of Navan. He had been advised to 
resign his connectfon with the Volunteers lest 
the men employed by the County Council 
might not be pleased with him. He did not 
resign, bat he took no part in the proceedings 
of the Volunteers. He never had any connec- 
tion with the Irish Volunteers, and he had 
never met or spoken to any of them as far as 
he knew, with the exception of John McNeill, 
who came to Navan. Not a single man of 
those who had taken part in the nt re- 
bellion was known to him. He had not hand, 
act, or part in the rebellion or the  dis- 
turbances that took place. He was at Fairy- 
house races when he heard of the outbreak 
in Dublin. He refused to believe at first 
that it was more than a riot. He knew of no 
Irish Volunteers in the Co. Meath. His diary 
would account for his movements every day in 
the year. He was engaged on the 28th April 
on his official duties, and in attending a meet- 
ing at Ardee. It was in returning from 
that meeting on his motor bicycle he met 
the police near Ashbourne. He found himself 
in danger from the firing, and had to take 
shelter in a cottage. He demied that he had 
waved his hands to the rebels, as stated by 
the police witnesses. He had never said that 
the police should not have been driven in cars 
that day. His speaking to the “ rebel leader," 
alluded to, was merely to ask him to allow 
him to pass in order to fetch a doctor to the 
wounded police and civilians. He did not 
shake hands with the rebel leader. He had 
never belonged to any Sinn Fein ie pe ry 
nor did he subscribe.to any such society. 
No man in Ireland knew less about the late 
disturbance than be óida and he was abso- 
lutely innocent of any connection with the out- 
break. As to the empty gelignite box found 
at his house that was brought from a quarry 
two years ago, and the Volunteer button 
badge had been given to him ata tobacco shop. 
The “ Cumann na Bhan” circular had been 
sent to his house by post. He had never 
written or spoken a word indicating that he 
was dissatisfied with the BritishEmpire. He had 
spent the greater part of his life in England, 
and had as many English as Irish friends. 
He had tried to join the Army when he was 
@ young man. 1 he had been accepted then 
his career might have been different from 
what it was. 

John Conroy, Assistant Surveyor, (Co. 
Meath, examined by Mr. Hanna, said that 
some roads in the county were regularly in- 
spected by Mr. Quigley once or twice a month. 
Mr. Qnigley was out on inspection duty on 
the 28th of April. 


ACCUSED NOT ACTIVE, 


John J. Gallen, Secretary to the County 
Committee of Meath, said he was Treasurer 
of the Volunteer Corps at Navan. He cor- 
roborated the accused’s statement as to their 
efforts to get Lord Fingall, Col. Hammond, 
or Lord Gormianston to take command. 
None of the Volunteers of his corps had any 
connection with the recent disturbance.

THE BLACK-EARED WHEATEAR.

Sim,—Your ornithological readers will, no 
doubt, be interested to learn that a black- 
eared wheatear was obtained on Tuskar Rock, 
Co, Wexford, on May 16th by Mr. Glanville, 
principal lightkeeper. There are two races 
of this bird, an eastern and a western, each 
of which exhibits dimorphism of plumage, the 
throat in some being whitish, in others black. 
The bird in question exhibits the latter char- 
acter in its plumage, and is the black- 
throated wheatear of earlier' writers. When 
I have time to compare it, I shall be able 
to assign it to its racial form.
